Paris Lawyers Think Foreign Noblemen 
Wed American Heiresses for Love 
and Not Money—France and

DvuBuin, Dec. 13.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Michael Davitt, the 
famous’ Irish leader. seriously 
wounded during a riot in Waterford city 
today. Davitt and William O’Brien had 
gone to Waterford to support, the can- 
didature of McKean, the nominee of the 
McCarthyites, for the seatin Parlia- 
ment made vacant by the death of Rich- 
ard Power. McKean’s opponent is Mr. 


Redmond, member of the Parnell wing 


of the Irish party. Davitt was strongly 
urged by the McCarthyites to stand for 
Waterford, but declined to do so, and in 
consequence of his refusal McKean was 
made the nominee. 

Reports from Waterford show that 
the riot was one of the most sanguinary 
and vicious of any political rows that 
have recently attended the discussions 
in Irish towns of the rival leaders. 
Ominous rumors of an impending row 
had been exciting the populace for some 
time, and a force of 600 police had 
becn drafted intotownin the hopes that 
their presence would secure order. The 
Parnellite leaders, 
and Dalton, had been in Waterford 
some days, and this afternoon special 
trains brought hundreds of supporters 
of the rival candidates and, the various 
contingents, * armed with blackthorn 


‘shillalas, marched'through the streets to 


the music of brass bands. Davitt and 
others, also attended by a band of 
music, proceeded to the quarters of 
the National Commercial Club. En 
route a mob of Parnellite followers be- 
gan one of the fiercest conflicts that 
have characterized the prevailing hos- 
tilities. The opposing crowd fought at 
very close quarters and surged to and 
fro through the streets, seeming utterly 
regardless of the presence of police. 
Volleys of stones were hurled through 
the air and blackthorns moved with a 
vicious celerity that sent many a 
howling rioter to the hospital or police 
station for surgical attention.” 

In the midst of the affray Davitt re- 
ceived a ghastly wound on the forehead, 
from which blood flowed freely. Tan- 
ner and others were injured by stones. 
At last the police formed a cordon and 
divided the opposing mobs, and the Dav- 
itt crowd reached the club-rooms. 
O’Brien made the speech ofthe day, 
bitterly denouncing the assault upon his 
friends, and saying that the crowd who 
injured Davitt had struck a glorious 
blow for the Irish cause. Davitt’s an- 
swer to that blow was that now he was 
a candidate for Waterford. O’Brienin 
conclusion accused the police of using 
their batons more in favor of the at- 
tacking mob than otherwise. The 
police, he asserted, protected the Par- 
nellites, while the force of their blows 
was devoted to the McCarthyites. 

The police were entirely unable to 
quell the contest. Therespective bands 
of musicians had horns twisted and 
drums torn into’ shreds. Constant 
skirmishes continued until the Davitt 
crowd reached their rendezvous. After 
Davitt’s wounds were dressed he ap- 
peared at a window of the club-house 
and spoke briefly. 

Mr. Redmond upon hearing of the af- 
fray drove to Davitt’s hotel and left a 
note expressing regret for what had oc- 
curred. 


STORMS IN ENGLAND. . 
A Gale Causes Great Damage Along me 
Coast and in the Interior. 

Lonvon, Dec. 13.—[By Cable and 
sociated Press.| Reports of damage by 
storms continue to come in. News was 
received today that H.M.S. Bantry had 
been driven ashore by the gale in Bid- 
deford Bay and was ina perilous posi- 
tion, but a later dispatch says she is 
again afloat and only slight damage was 
caused. The Bantry left Queenstqwn 
Wednesday for Plymouth. She made 
slow progress and was unable to make 
St. Ives, owing to heavy seas which 
nearly drove her up Bristol Channel. 
She lost two boats and the crew became 
almost exhausted. 

A hurricane swept over the camp at 
Aldershot today, doing considerable 
damage, blowing off the glass roof of 
the barracks and damaging every build- 
ing on the ground more or less. The 
troops fortunately were at divine ser- 
vice when the storm broke and no one 
was injured, the churchin which they 
were having withstood the gale. 

By the fall of a building at Newport 
today two adjacent cottages were com- 
pletely crushed, severely injuring ten 
persons.

PLaceRvVILLE, Dec. 13.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| Hon. George 
Blanchard died at his home ifi this city 
at 9 o'clock this morning after an ill- 
ness of short duration, death being the 
direct result of pluro-pneumonia. He 
returned here from San Frahcisco on 
Tuesday last complaining of a severe 
cold, but attended to business until 
Thursday afternoon. when he was taken 
With a congestive chill and removed to 
his home, where symptoms of pneu- 
monia, speedily succeeded by those of 
virulent uremia, were developed. His 
death is generally deplored here as a 
great loss. 

He was one. of the oldest pioneer res- 
idents, having arrived in this city in 
i849. He wasthe oldest practitioner 
at the kidorado bar, of which he uas 
been an active member since 1855. 
His reputation extends through the 
State, not only asa lawyer but as one 
of the stalwart leaders of the Republic- 
an party. In the last campaign he was 
a candidate for Congress in the Second 
Congressional District and was nearly 
successful, though the district is Demo- 
cratic. He leaves a widow, two sons, 
one of whom is George A. Blanchard of 
Sacramento, and a married daughter. 
Telegrams of condolence were received 
by the family from all parts of the 
State, among them being messages 
from Gov. Markham, Senator Felton 
and Judge W. W. Morrow. The funeral 
will occur at this place Wednesday aft- 
ernoon.

Tommy me Defeats Frank Howson 
of England. 


A Scientific Battle Near Chicago—The 

| glishman Badly Panished and Fi- 
nally Knocked Out in the 
Fourteenth Round. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cnicaco, Dec. 13.—|By the Associ- 
ated Tommy Ryan is still 
champion welter-weight of the world. 
He retains the title after a fourteen- 
round battle with Frank Howson of 
Sheftield, England, fought near here 
thismorning. From a professional and 
scientific standpoint the contest was a 
beauty. The battle was remarkable for 
fairness. Not a call of ‘foul’ was 
heard, not an advantage taken, not an 
angry word exchanged by the contest- 
ahts, Ryan emerged from the fight un- 
scratched, while his opponent has one 
eye nearly knocked out and one cheek 
half open. Howson, while quick as a 
cat, was handicapped by inability to hit 
hard and by too much training. Ryan 
displayed géneralship. The fight was 
for $1000 a side and the welter-weight 
championship. It was witnessed by 
about 300 people. Ryan was the favor- 
ite in the betting. *George Siler was 
the referee. Harry Gilmore and Tommy 
White were Howson’s seconds, and Jim 
Manning of Buffalo and Henry Baker 
of Michigan acted for Ryan. The fight 
was under Qieensberry rules. Time 
was cdlled at 3:24 a.m. 

After sparring for an opening How- 
son got a right-hander on Ryan’s neck 
that jarred him for a moment, the 
round ending with a severe left upper- 
cut on the Englishman. 

In the second Howson received a blow 
on the cheek from Ryan's left and 
countered on the latter's eye. Ryan 
gave his opponent two rib blows and 
time was called. Howson , seemed 
winded. 

In the fifth Ryan sent the English- 
man a hard left-hander, the round clos- 
ing with three blows on Howson’'s ribs. 

In the sixth round the Englishman 
planted right and left on Ryan’s ribs, 
the latter returning the compliment 
with a blow that closed the Ewmglish- 
man’s left eye. 

In the seventh and eighth rounds 
Ryan placed severe short-arm lefts on 
Howson’s game eye and sent him to his 
seat with several hard body blows, re- 
ceiving one good rib-roaster himgelf. 

In thetenth round, evidently think- 
ing that his opponent was getting tired, 
the Englishman started with both 
but received a blow on the 
cheek that brought first blood. 

During the next three rounds Ryan 
planted blow after blow on Howson’s 


badly damaged eye and _lacerated 
cheek. - When the thirteenth round 
closed Howson’s was entirely 
closed. 


In the last round, after Ryan had re- 
ceived a couple of hard right-hand 
swings on the ribs, he feinted with his 
right. As Howson slowly turned his 
face tododge Ryan gave him a left 
swing on the jaw. The Englishman 
rolled up, he gasped and sank to the 
floor completely knocked out. While 
not rendered insensible, he was 
badly jarred he could not get up, and 
the fight was given to Ryan. Kyan’'s 
next “tight will be in San Francisco 
with Danny Needham for the cham- 
pionship.

The Argentine, Minis! ter r Said to Have Been 
the Traitor. 

SeattLe (Wash.,) Dec. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A special to the 
Post-Intelligencer from Port Townsend, 
Wash., says that J. Perkins Shanks, an 
American engineer, who forthe past 
twenty-two years has resided in Chile, 
and who arrived herea few days ago, 
tellg a story of how Balmaceda was be- 
trayed. He says: ‘‘Balmaceda was 
betrayed by the Argentine Sinister, 
Sefior Uribirru, in Santiago in this man- 
ner: Whben Balmaceda sent his min- 
ister to. request hospitality of Sefior 
Uribirru and to shelter him against the 
attack the of insurgents it was agreed 
that Baimaceda should arrive at the 
Argentine legation at 4 o'clock in the 
morning. When he arrived he was met 
by the sefior. and on entering he met 
face to face the wife of his most bitter 
enemy. This lady was Mrs. Carlos 
Walker Martinez, who had taken refuge 
in the legation, fearing an attempt on 
her life on the part of Balmaceda. 
Great confusion followed the meeting, 
and the lady was compelled totakea 
solemn oath not to divulge the where- 
abouts of Balmaceda. , But she entered 
into an intrigue with the Argentine 
minister to betray Balmaceda to Jorge 
Montt. Word was sent notifying Montt 
of Balmaceda’s hiding place. 

‘‘Montt immediately took steps to 
induce the ex-dictator to surrender him- 
self peacefully to the newly-constituted 
authorities, promising every guarantee 
ofa fair and just trial. Balmaceda 
agreed to surrender after the holidays, 
From the day Balmaceda received the 
first word from Montt he commenced 
preparing for death and began writing 
instructions, disposing of all his perso-. 
nal affairs and when the time arriveds 
for him to surrender he killed himself, 
knowing that he could not reéeive jus 
tice.” 


A BOMBSHELL. 


The Effect of President Harrison’ 3 Message 
Upon Chileans. 

Lonpox. Dec. 12.—{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] A Santiago de Chile 
dispatch tothe Times says that Presi. 
dent Harrison’s message has had the ef 
fect of a bombshell. It is regarded ig 
officialcircles as a breach of diplomatis 
usage. .The foreign office has sent to 
all Chilean legations for publication a 
circular reflecting official and public 
opinion on the subject. The Official 
Gazette publishes the notes exchanged 
between the Chilean government and 


Egan. These, the correspondent de- 
clares, are contained in the cir- 
cular sent to the Chilean le- 
gations. It appears that the Foreign 


Office asked Egan November 9,to supply 
testimony to substantiate the grave 
charges against Chilean officials. (A 
month's delay in complying with the 
request prevented President Harrison 
from knowledge of the result of the in- 
quiry into the Baltimore affair, knowl- 
edge of which, it is believed, would 
have altered the message entirely. 

The Ferro Carril publishes a telegram 
saying that ninety sailors of the US 5.5. 
Boston were ,allowed ‘to go ashore at 
Montevideo recently and “they intme- 
diately started on a drunken spree, 
The men, the telegram alleges, were 
guilty of riotous conduct and. got into 
several scrimmages with the police, in 
allof which the sailors were the ag- 
gressors. 


Exciting Race of Clipper Ships. 

New Yors, Dec. 13.—The American 
clipper ships A. J. Fuller and M. P, 
Grace arrived yesterday after an ex- 
citing race from San Francisco. The 
Grace sailed August Ist last and the 
Fuller on the 2 Ist. The Fuller over- 
took the Grace and passed her before 
reaching port. The captain of the 
Grace used a little strategy in securing 
a fast tug to bring his vessel into port 
ahead of the Fuller, but the two ves- 
sels reached their docks at the same 
time.

‘miners a chance for their white alley. 
A miners’ convention is called to be 
held in San Francisco January 20th: 
Each county in the State is entitled to 

, thirty delegates, except San Francisco, 
which is allotted sixty.

Phe farmers also pay from a toa 

cent and a half for the making. The 
’ “cider king’’ of Connecticut is Frank 

T. Palmer of Cos Cob. He expects to 

make 10,000 barrels of cider at his 
. mills this season.

A Cause Defeated, But Not Lost. 
Ifa lesson 
decision of the Supreme Court against 
the San Francisco grand jury, and the 
consequent triumph of the boodle gang, 
it isthata community cannot be saved 
from the consequences of its own de- 
moralization by tortuous or indirect 
methods. If reforms are to be effected 
they must originate in a healthy public 
sentiment, and then work their way 
through the regular political and judi- 
cial channels. <A particular official or 
set of officials with the most upright 
motive inthe world may attempt the 
correction of abuses, and may be sus- 
tained by the better elements of the 
community, but, unless they keep 
strictly within the boundaries of our 
governmental system, they are sure to 
fail. 

The Supreme Court has decided that 
Judge Wallace had no authority to ap- 
point anelisor for the impaneling of a 
grand jury until, first, he had exhausted 
the regular panel and, secondly, he had 
shown that the sheriff had proven him- 
self incompetent to act as an elisor. 
However we may regret the conse- 
quences of this decision, we cannot re- 
fuse to concede its absolute soundness 
in law and strict accordance with the 
spirit of constitutional government. 
According to the laws of the land a cer- 
tain method of procedure in the impan- 
eling of a grand jury is specified. 


‘There is first a regular system for draw- 


ing a jury, and, in the event that this 
fails, there is a first alternative, and if 
the first and second fail there is the. 
third alternative. | 

It is not competent for any officer of 


the law to ignore the first and second 


methods and adopt the third unless the 
first and second are proven inadequate. 
That is the whole matter in a nutshell. 
The Bible forbids the resort to evil 
even that good may follow. This in- 
junction is not only a point in good 
morals, but it is first-rate politics and 
sound jurisprudence. If one judge is 
allowed to depart from constitutional or 
statutory methods because he has a 
sincere desire todo good another judge 
may claim the same privilege in the 
profession of the same purpose. Per- 
haps the good that the second judge has 
in view may be questionable, or it may 
be an absolute iniquity. But, if the 
door has been opened for the one, it 
must stand open for the second, and 
thus we find that all censtitutional safe- 
guards have been thrown gown and the 


dividuals outside of the law. The dan- 
ger of such a course is manifest. 

Thus, while we may regret the down- 
fall of a sincere effort to punish rascals 
and to establish a clean system of poli- 
tics, we must feel that this course is 
rendered necessary for the mainte- 
nance of a principle which is worth more 
than any temporary good that might be 
accomplished otherwise. 

if the people of San Francisco are 
imbued with a sincere desire for re- 
form there is a way open for them to 
secure it, They must first make their 
influence felt in politics. They must 
secure the election of honest judges, an 
honest board of supervisors, an hon- 
est sheriff and other honest of- 
cials. The laws they stand 
are sufficient for every requirement; all 
needed is an upright administration of 
them. But the only way tosecure honest 
administration is to put honest men on 
guard. 
sound in principle there should be no 
difficulty involved imsecnring therefrom 
a jury who will indict criminals, regard- 
less of their position and influence. If 
the moral sense of the community is 
lacking; if it does not demand the cor- 
rection of abuses by which it has been 
robbed and bamboozled: if it have not 


some force and courage. of its 
own to strike out for its rights, 
then its cause might as_ well

be given up. It is not in the 
power of any particular set of men to 
do that fora community which it fails 
_orneglects todo for itself. A public

At least Buck- 
ley and his gang, and Gage and his 
methods can never figure so prom- 
inently in public affdirs again. _ Their 
open alliatice would be a handicap to 
any measure that must come before the 
people of the State. 

In this way let us believe that, Judge 
Wallace's efforts have not been entirely 
in vain. Some philosopher has ob- 
served that success is always built upon 
a foundation of failures. If the San 
Francisco grand jury, which now goes 
down, only serves as a basis upon which 
to rear a superstructure of better pub- 
lic sentiment, cleaner politics and 
sounder law it will have performed the 
best service of which any body of men 
could be capable.

There isa boss for each clan, but the 
‘*big boss’? runs the whole works, which 
includes the smaller bosses. The big 
boss is anartist inhisway. He isa gen- 
éral prostitute with all classes and kinds 


except in degree. Hecan work a fire 
department through its officials just as 
easily as he manipulates 4 secret so- 
ciety or a social club. He and his 
family are members of all the so- 
cieties and clubs, and they are 
all associated with the management. 
He stands in with the city and county 
officials, and is known to be engaged 
just now in organizing a Courthouse 
ring, who are to run the county politics 
in the next campaign. There is noth- 
ing in which his hand does not appear, 
from changing the name of a country 
postofiice to trying to prevent indict- 
ments by the grand jury. With the 
Democratic bosses and boodlers he is 
hand in glove, and all of them - pay 
court tohim.

The Annual Report of the City 
Attorney. 


What Has Been Accomplished in the 
Past Twelve Months. 
Important Suits Which Have Been 
Won for the City. 


Present Status of Every Case in Which 

the City is Interested—A Large 
Amount of Outside Work 
Performed. 


In conformity with the requirements 
of the charter City Attorney McFar- 
land has prepared ‘his annual report, 
which will be presented to the Council 
today. The report gives in a compact 
and succinct form the entire work of 
the City Attorney’s office for the year 
past andis of general interest. The 
report is as follows: | 

THE REPORT. 

The following is a list of the cases pénd- 
ing at the date of my last report, together 
with a brief statement of the disposition 
which has been made of each case or an ab- 
stract of the status of all cases undisposed 
of, viz; ° 

H. W. Mills vs. City of Los Angeles. This 
action, broughtfor the purpose of deter- 
mining plaintiff's claim to sixteen feet of 
land lying on Second street between Main 
and Spring streets, was at the date of my 
last report pending in the Supreme Court. 
It has been since decided in favor of the 
city. | 

Main Street and Agricultural Park Rail- 
road vs. Morford. This action was brought 
to enjoin the removal of a part of plain- 
tiff's building, which was alleged to pe in 
‘the line of Washington street. The action 
has been tried and decided adversely to the 
city’s claim. 

Louis Phillips et al. vs. Len J. Thompson. 
and the city. An action brought by fifty- 
six plaintiffs to prevent the ection of 
certain taxes on the ground that 
the action of the Board of Equal- 
ization was illegal and void.

Yesterday morning Rev. Dr. Chiches- 
ter formally dedicated the new organ 
at Immanuel Presbyterian Church, tak- 
ing for his text, ‘‘Praise Him with 
stringed instruments and | organs.”’ 
development of organ building,”’ 
said the Doctor, ‘‘takes us’ back to a 
very early age. But the instrument 
spoken of here by the psalmist must 
have been exceedingly crude and prim- 
itive. What is called an organ in the 
Old Testament was simply several reeds 
or pipes fastened together. And to im- 
prove upon this instrument and con- 
struct a machine’ upon which the pipes 
could be sounded without the fatiguing 
motion of the head was a labor of cen- 
turies, the first fruits of which was a 
wooden box, filled with holes, in which 
the pipes were placed. The organ in 
its present shape isthe one instrument 
of all others which bélongs exclusively 
to the religious sentiment—moving in- 
stinctively to the service of,the church 
and domesticating itself in the sanc- 
tuary. So reverential are its cadences 
that it refuses absolutely to be secular- 
ized.”’ 
The Doctor referred gracefully to Mr. . 
Robbins’s generous response to the re-. 
quest that he made of him a year ago. 
He said that Mr. Robbins first promised 
anorgan costing $8000, but that he 
was finally induced to give this splen- 
did piece of mechanism costing $7000. 
In this connection the Doctor stated 
that he wanted to say two things—first, 
that in all his ministry he had never re- 
ceived a gift for any church of which 
he was pastor of such magnificent pro- 
potions, and second, that he had never 
received a church giftthat cost him so 
little trouble, and that was bestowed 
with so much good willand spontaneity. 
And after formally dedicating the 
organ—its keys and pedals and stops 
and all its 2000 pipes—to the worship 
of the Divine Master—the Doctor spoke 
at length upon the great importance of 
music as a factor in religious life. . 
The congregation crowded the church 
to its doors, and rarely has the pastor 
spoken with so much force and im- 
pressiveness. The part of the organ 
known as the ‘‘trumpet’’—cohsisting of. 
fifty-eight additional pipes—only ar- 
rived yesterday, and when these pipes 
are put in place they will double the 
present volume of sound.

For the first time in Pasadena's history 
the town has been visited by astorm that 
wrought any material damage. Notwith. 
standing all reports to the contrary, and 
however much the people here might have 
willed it otherwtse, or may yet refuse to 
see things a8 they are, the fact remains 
that on Friday morning the wind blew a 
gale, that some buildings were blown down 
and others smashedin, that roofs were 
torn off windows broken, telegraph and 
telephone wires tangled up and the orange 


“crop badly damaged. 


The above is what happened. What 
might have happened is an entirely differ- 
ent thing. We are told that if the build- 
ings that were blown down had been built 
as substantially as som@of the buildings 
that were-not blown down they would not 
have collapsed; thatif the roofs that were 
blown off had been secured after the man. 
ner of some of the roofs that were not 
blown off they would not have been 
found onthe street Friday morning, and 
so on ad infinitum. Such reasoning is very 
pretty, and while it does not alter the facts 
of the case it hints at a lesson. Without 
doubt every building that succumbed was 
a flimsy structure, calculated only to with- 
stand balmy breezes and sunshine. Other 
structures equally exposed went through 
the ordeal uninjured. Had the same wind 
blown over some substantial back-eastern 
town the probability is that there would 
have been no damage to record. Hence, in 
bnildine hereafter it might be well to 
remember that the cheapest and only way 
to build is to build well. _ : 


* 

‘ And now that the little incident has 
blown over, who believes that the town or 
country is going to suffer much? A few—a 
very few—contend that the whole matter 
should have been kept quiet. Some even 
went so far on Friday as to attempt to pre- 
‘vent a few enterprising photographers tak- 
ing pictures of the ruins. If a town that 
has grown to the size of Pasadena, with her 
wealth of natural attractions and a climate 
that is universally recognized as being un- 
‘surpassed, can't stand the reputation of 
having one windstorm in ten years and a 
few badly-constructed buildings blown 
down then the town had better shut up 
‘shop and give the residents a chance to live 
‘elsewhere. But the town can stand it, and 
the surrounding country can standit. This 
section can stand on its merits, and there 
is enough good to be said about it and no 
necessity for hiding the bad. 

. The storm was not without its humorous 
side. While one horse valued at $200 was 
instantly killed by the crushing in of the 
barn, another horse

There appears to be a chance that the 
Rubidoux Hotel, which was commenced 
during the boom four years ago and got no 
| farther than the foundations, will be com- 
pleted at last. The people of Riverside 
have long cherished the project of having 
a magnificent hotel structure on the east 


slope of Rubidoux Mountain, and 
when the were fiush with money 
during the good times of i887 


$40,000 were _spent toward the erec- 
tion of such building.

A Million Dollars More in Orchards, 
{|Pamona Progress. 

Oscar P. Dingley of Duarte has been 
making a canvas of all the orange and 
lemon growing districts ‘in Southern 
California this season in the interest of 
a large nursery firm that will do busi- 
ness all over this region. He tells us 
that he finds everywhere a keen spirit 
for the improvement of acreage prop- 
erty and the planting of citrus fruit 
orchards. He finds the most progres- 
sive and prosperous feeling in Pomona, 
Riverside, Redlands and ‘Ontario. 
but in each, of the San Gabriel, 
Tustin and “Azusa Valleys he says 
a large area h&s been prepared for 
orange orchards. “‘I am sure,’ said 
Mr. Dingley, ‘“‘that over a million dol- 
lars will be expended in Los Angeles, 


San Bernardino and San Diego counties,...0-«» 


before next April for orange and lemon 
trees, and preparing the land for plant- 
ing them. Why, in Riverside alone 
over 120,000 orange trees will be set 
out; there were about 14,000 planted 
there last year. I put Pomona down 
for not less than 110,000 orange trees, 
and 12,000 lemon trees. I know of 
one firm that expects to sell $140,000 
worth of trees in Southern California 
during this winter. If anything tells of 
our general prosperity, surely these 
facts do.

For some time it has been evident that it 
is possible to obtaim liquor in this city on 
Sunday, the Sunday-closing ordinance to 
the contrary notwithstanding. The ordi- 
nance providing for the closing of safoons 
at 11 p.m. on week days and all day Sunday 
went into effect last spring. Since that 
time one or two saloon-keepers have been 
arrested for violation of the law, and in 
one case a fine of $100 was imposed. For 
several months there have been no arrests 
or complaints, and this, in the face of the 
fact that a drunken man is seen occasion- 
ally on Sunday, has occasioned some com- 
plaint against the officers for not enforcing 
the law.

A Fortune tn Six Years. 
{Pomona Progress.] 
The way some peoplein this region 
pick up a fortune in a féw years, while 


‘others are thinking the matter over, is 


shown inthe case of George M. Farn- 
ham, who has a nursery near Sierra 
Madre. He was put on the witness 
stand in the trial of a law case in Los 
Angeles last Saturday, ‘and was exam- 
ined concerning his property. Heswore 
that he came to Sierra Madre with a con- 
sumptive wife and 31150 in 1885. He 
was a machinist, but had toearn a liveli- 
hood, so he became a nurseryman, and 
went to raising orange and lemon trees, 
on six acres that was leased for 8200 
a year. He has sold all his young trees 
at $1.10 each, and gotthe cash. He 
swore that he now owns $18,000 worth 
of houses and buildings in Los Angeles, 
and has $17,000 more out at interest, 
beside owning a ten-acre orange or- 
chard, which he has recently refused to 
sell for $11,000. It is unnecessary to 
say that he is somewhat of a shouter for 
Southern California.

COUNTY, 


Been Murdered. 


The Home of a Forbearing, a Prosper- 
ous and a Contented People. 


Fertile Soil and Natural Advantages, 
but More Push Needed. 


“Jayhawker" Invades Santa Ana and is 
Spared—What He Saw and 
Heard—Some Points 
Cleared Up. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 12.-—{Staff correspond- 
ence of THE TimES.| A Neat, clean city, 
compactly built. lighted with gas and elec- 
tricity; having churches, schools, water- 
works, operahouse and all the modern con- 
veniences, including two trunk lines of 
railway which give a service of twelve 
trains each way per day to the 5000 inhab- 
itants, cannot be classed with the ‘lost 
cities" of this country. And yet there are 
plenty of people in California who do not 
know that Santa Ana, situated in the midst 
of a fertile plain, on the banks of the Iife- 
giving Santa Ana River,,is the county seat 
of the new county of Orange. Ever since 
the creation of this new county the citizens 
thereof seem to have drawn themselves 
into a shell, and while keeping advised of 
the doings of the outside world have been 
content in the enjoyment of their 
surroundings and have made no ef- 
fort to let the world know, much 
less to share, their natural advantages. 
With a soil as productive as any in the 
world and almost every foot of it capable 
of cultivation, with water in abundance 
and to spare, the lands in this region are 
held at a value hardly one-half of that of 
other fruit-zgrowing and general agricul- 
tural localities in Southern California. I 
can only account for this indifference to im. 
migration by the supposition that the 
lucky land owners down here expect to 
buy up all the adjoining lands in afew years 
out of the producis of the farms whicn they 
now own and that they want to repress that 
competition which would come through in- 
creased population. 

When I arrived here this morning I was 
met by the reception committee, so to 
speak, which looks after all tramps and 
straggling newspaper men and conducted 
before the “tribunal of inquiry.’ All of 
the members of this body were not present, 
but the sub-tribunal, consisting of 
Judge Humphreys. chairman; Dr. J. L. 
Crane, inquisitor; James McFadden, John 
McFadden, M. J. Bundy, M. M. Crookshank,

“This is indeed a verification of your pre- 
diction. When we readinthe papers tnat 
a terrific windstorm had swept over nearly 
all of Southern California, devastating the 
cities of Los Angeles, Pasadena, Pomona, 
Riverside and many towns, as well as the 
orchards round and about those places, and 
yet none of that ‘blow’ reached our county. 
we predicted for ourselves some other 
kind of a visitation, and, behold! 
we have it in the live person of 
a staff correspondent of a Los Angel s 
newspaper. Thisis a very grave matter. 
It can be said to our discredit that no man 
has ever been murdered in Santa Ana. In- 
deed, if any one had been murdered here 
we would have been compelled to take them 
to Orange for burial, as we have no grave- 
yard or cemetery of our own. Every once 
in a while some advertising flend has come 
along to‘write up’ this city, and when his 
work appeared in print we found that in 
each case the matte® was taken from an 
old ‘write-up’ of the valley printed long be- 
fore any of the present inhabitants came 
tothe county. Names of merchants and 
farmers who have been dead for years, or, 
worse yet, had moved to Los Angeles.would 
appear as carrying on business hereabouts.

} Thus have our efforts to advertise our ex- 


istence been thwarted until we have come 
to feel that we should ‘hot pot’ every news- 
paper man who comes among us.”’ 

saw that matters were indeed serious 
for myself, and I at once pledged myself 
not to unite any prehistoric matter if al- 
lowed to live. The committee accepted the 
pledge and turned me loose, to live at the 
Hotel Boston or Brunswick. I don’t know 
which one Iam staying at, but I do know 
that I wish it was the other. 

This afternoon I rode outin the country 
and saw the reason for the construction of 
the large fruit warchouses at different 
stations on the railways. In one grove Il 
saw as fine oranges as can be growg any- 
where, and adjoining it was a field which 
certainly yielded not less than seventy 
bushels of corn to the acre. Potatoes, 
cabbage and all the vegetables which grow 
in the Eastern States are found here by the 
side of tropical. productions. And here I 
have found good, marketable chickens and 
turkeys, while cattle and hogs equal the 
best. The truth is: that the productiveness 
of this valley can only be appreciated 
by detailed statements of the crops 
produced on different farms. I have not 
had time to get figures from railway sta- 
tion agents, as to. products: shipped from 
here, but I have no doubt they would sur- 
prise even the producers. 

The secretary of the Board of Trade of 
this place told me that no members of the 
organization had paid any dues in‘eighteen 
months, and no subscriptions had been col- 
lected within two years. It must be that 
the people either do notcareto advertise 
this county, or else they have believed that 
they were so well known that they did not 
needit. When they mentioned the fact 
that other towns and cities were reported 
daily they did not seem to think that the 
mentioned places paid, directly or indi- 
rectly, for such reports as have been given 
them. If, in the future, Santa Anais be- 
hindin the race the reason will be the 
fault of the people and not of their climate, 
soil, natural or artificial advantages. forin 
these respects they are exual to any local.

‘THE WEATHER BUREAU. 


Observer Franklin Thinks Los Angeles 
Should be a First-order Station. 

Observer George E. Franklin, who 
has been in charge of the local office of 
the Government Weather Bureau in 
this city for the past ten years, is en- 
deavoring to have Los Angeles raised to 
a first-order station. Mr. Franklin has 
already written the department at 
‘Washington at length onthe subject, 
setting forth the wonderful increase in 
the commercial and horticultural in- 
terests of Southern California during the 
past decade, and strongly urging the 
necessity of putting the Los Angeles 
station on an equality with the best in 
the country. 

There are at present 158 reporting 
stations in the United States and 
twenty in Canada and British Columbia, 
Of this number fifty-one are of the first 
order, equipped with a full set of auto- 
matic instruments for keeping a con- 
tinuous meteoroligocal record. The 
second-order offices are equipped with 
an antomatic wind register and set of 
thermometers and barometers, rain 
gauge, etc,. allthe observations being 
taken visually. 

Mr. Franklin stated that there are a 
number of points about the weather 
service which are not generally under- 
stood, and in consequence there is a 
misconception of its methods, For in- 
stance, the obgervations are all taken 
by Greenwich ,ime, simultaneously all 
over the country, for w hich reason the 
bureau time in Los Angeles is just 
three hours aliead of- the local. 
Then all barometeic readings are re- 
duced to the sea level, so as to make 
them uniform. Another matter that 
the public did not understand was that 
in regard to temperature records and 
the’ variations between the official fig- 
ures and those of private observers. 
The Government thermometers, Mr. 
Franklin said, are thoroughly tested 
and are absolutely accurate, but the 
conditions under which the observa- 
tions are taken is very different. The 
climatologist of course is interested in 
the surface, but the meteorologist is in- 
terested in the changes in large areas 
of air, unaffected by local conditions. 
For this reason every precaution is 
taken against the instruments being af- 
fected by radiated or reflected heat, or 
by other than natural conditions of the 
atmosphere, and the result is that there 
is a difference in the readings. Itisthe 
same way in regard to the rainfall and 
this causes frequent complaint, but the 
effort of the bureau is to secure as near 
absolute accuracy as possible. 


SHOT AT A BURGLAR. 


A Hired Man's Experience with a House 
Breaker—Other Robberies. 

This city is evidently full of burglars 

at present, and hardly a night passes 

that some house is not entered. 

Early last evening the servants at Dr. 
Graves’s fesidence, No. 1037 Pearl 
street, who were left in charge of the 
house, went out to make a call, and 
when the man returned, between 8 and 

9 o'clock, he noticed a light in his mis- 
tress’s room, and, knowing that nobody 
had any business in the house, he slipped 
around to the back door and got in the 
house as quickly as possible. When he 
reached the second floor he noticed a 
man standing in the hall and ordered 
him to surrender. The man stood per- 
fectly still and the hired man drew his 
pistol and began firing. At the second 
shot the burglar ran down-stairs, and as 
he was climbing over the fence the hired 
man took a third shot. He is of the 
opinion that the last shot took effect, 
but the burglar made good his escape. 

The burglar had evidently been in the 
house but a few minutes, for he did not 
get away with anything. 

Just before the northbound San Fran- 
cisco train pulled out yesterday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock a well-dressed man 
cal.ed to an officer and told him that his 
pockets had just been picked. He gave 
adeseription of ‘his watch and a sus- 
picious-looking man who was hanging 
around him. He left on the train, but 
up to a late hour the pickpocket had 
not been captured. 

The residence of C. L. Last was bur- 
glarized Saturday night, but the amount 
of the loss has not been ascertained.
